| ſacceſſs God had bleſſed them withall,to the advantage of their 


Luſts, Pride, and Domination ; And as time came on,it more and 


more appeared, that they intended mecrly the eſtabliſhment of 
themſelves in power and orcatneſle, without any regard atall to 
the peformance of their promiſes and engagements , or any re- 


ſpe to the faith and ctedit of the Army, or to the peace and pro- 
ſperity of the Common wealth, and thart.they walked by no rules 
or principles either of honeſty or con'ciencez but (as meer polli- 
Licians, were governed altogether by occaſion, and as they ſaw a 
pollibility of making progreſs to their deſigns , which courſe of 
theirs they ever termed a waiting upon providence, that with co- 


Tour of Religion they might deceive the more ſecurely. 


; Now that this may appear no ſlander, we entreat that without 
partiality, their after proceedings may be throughly ſcar'd: as firſt,

Which adviſe,though afſented unto by the Agitators,was yet re- 


jeRed by the grand Oiticers, and a new Regiment raiſed, to the 
further charge of the Common-wealth; the Propoſers themſelves 
being dilmjfled with reproctics,and rhe Agitators thruſt out, and 
not permitted<to obſerye how they were Tort withal.
